INTER wheat in Nebrask a got off to 
a bad 
start last fall, du e to the absence of mois­ 
tu re, staged a remark able comeback as a resu lt 
of snows and spring rains, together with cool tem­ 
peratu res throu ghou t April and May, and, now 
hangs in the balance. 


A Chicago crop forecast, tak en for what it is 
worth, and the most it is worth is that it is one 
man’s gu ess after carefu l su rvey and inspection, 
nevertheless reveals 
a remark able transition tak ­ 
ing place in this state. 
For years Nebrask a was 
firmly anchored in third place in wheat produ c­ 
tion—not Infrequ ently pu shing u p to ru nner-u p 
honors to Kansas. 
The present ou tlook reveals 
eight other states produ cing more wheat than Ne­ 
brask a, most of them in the winter wheat belt. 
Next to Kansa.s, su rprisingly, is Ohio; then comes 
Ok lahoma, Illinoi.s, Texas, Indiana, and Missou ri. 
It is not wholly 
a misfortu ne. Traditicmally wheat 
has been a cash crop in this state, important as 
su ch, bu t if some of the acres devoted to it can be 
planted profitably to other crops the switch wou ld 
be desirable. 
Under the most difficu lt c(xiditions there has 
been a great deal of progress in farming methcxls 
in Nebrask a, particu larly in the last two years. 
Each year has seen farm income strengthened 
throu gh diversified crops, and particu larly throu gh 
revival of livestock activities. The days ahead are 
critical in the extreme bu t it is dou btfu l if they 
are more difficu lt than those which were hu rdled 
su cce.ssfu lly. 
The extension of irrigation, which 
has made gratifying progress, is lik ely to be re­ 
flected more this crop season than any single year 
in the history of Nebrask a. 


5 Miracles—Growing Up 


rpH E Dionne qu intu plets were six years old last 
week . 
In the welt?r of war bu lletins« the 
occasion did not attract pu blic attention to the 
extent it has in previou s years. 
Yet in these days when the torrent of events 
deals largely with the destru ction of hu man life 
it is pleasant to tu rn to the Dionne saga. For that 
is an assu rance that not all is wrong with the 
world. 
The birth and su rvival of the qu mts was a fu ll­ 
blown miracle.

The days of 
babyhood are 
now past for the 
qu ints and in another year, when they are seven, 
they shall be of school age according to terms of 
Canadian law. 
Up u ntil now 
the training and 
edu cation of the five girls has been in the hands 
of nu rses and specialists employed at the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Dafoe. 
Not long ago, however, Dr. Dafoe was removed 
from the qu ints’ board of gu ardians at the.insist­ 
ence of Papa Dionne. 
As the 
days 
pass 
Papa 
Dionne’s whims are pressed more firmly. 
He has 
served notice, for Instance, that he does not want 
his children to learn English bu t wou ld have them 
speak French alone. 
In other respects, too, there 
is evidence that critical days are ahead for the 
qu intu plets. 
The five little girls are now financially secu re 
for life. 
An approximate $800,000 has been in­ 
vested for them. The world can only hope, as the 
qu iet stru ggle over 
how

qu nits shou ld be 
reared continu es, that the maximu m opportu nities 
for development will be provided the Callander 
miracles.

ha t which prevailed abroad merits more than 
casu al attention and thou ght. 
Here, one ac­ 
cu sed of crime, is entitled to a trial by a ju ry of 
his peers before he can be stripped of his life, his 
property, or the right to walk abou t u nrestrained. 
Under totalitarian governments in Eu rope men 
and women have been charged with crime, crimes 
consisting of political offen.se, their property tak en 
from them, they themselves committed to jails and 
prisons and ccmcentration camps, and in some in­ 
stances they have been lined u p against the wall 
and shot. Here we have trial by ju ry, by ju ry of 
cou ntrymen, free and u nintimidated by a strong 
government itself, free to arrive at its verdict ac­ 
cording to the dictates of its conscience in the ad­ 
ministration of ju stice. That is civil liberty. Here 
the accu sed has the right to k now the natu re 
and specific character of the offen.se with which 
he is charged, instead of being haled before a 
tribu nal ignorant of the reason why he is there, 
compelled to listen to testimony w'hich he has 
been given no opportu nity to meet, and finally 
convicted and sentenced to satisfy the will of a su ­ 
per government. Here he is entitled to k nowledge 
of the crime with which he is charged. That is civil 
liberty.

H 
e r e in America if tak en into cu stody he can­ 
not be held in a prison cell indefinitely be­ 
cau se he can invok e the process of habeas cor­ 
pu s. 
That is a civil liberty against the practice 
of bru tality and tyranny in the form of constitu ted 
au thority. 
Here one charged with crime is en­ 
titled to benefit of legal cou nsel, legal (» u nsel of 
his own choosing and employment if he desire.s, 
not thru st u pon him by a government, that his 
rights may be 
protected, 
and 
protected fu lly. 
That is civil liberty. 
The list cou ld be amplified bu t the illu stra­ 
tion 
shou ld 
be 
su fficient. 
Those 
safegu ards 
thrown arou nd the individu al, with infinite wis­ 
dom by those responsible for the form of Ameri­ 
can government, came to life throu gh the long 
su fferings of peoples who were the victims of 
oppression and tyranny by the governments u nder 
which they lived. They k new it first hand. 
The 
chains of tortu re, and of serfdom which they 
and their fathers, and their grandfathers bore are 
respMisible alone for this American conception 
of civil liberties, so completely the heart and sou l 
of democratic institu tions of government, and so 
fu ndamentally the essence of individu al liberty.

IN W A T E R C A N KILL BACTERIA 
To what extent is disease spread 
by u nclean eating u tensils? .. .. j 
There is no qu estion that a ' 
great many bacteria are left on 
eating u tensils both in pu blic res­ 
tau rants and fn homes even after 
thorou gh cleaning. Bu t they can­ 
not do very mu ch harm. 
A bactériologie su rvey of pu blic 
places in which food or beverages 
were sold was made in a small 
town. The cleanliness of the k itch­ 
ens was good; metal sink s were 
u sed; clean towels were u sed for 
drying. Bactériologie swabs tak ­ 
en from the 
edges of 
glasses, 
spoons and fork s which wou ld ! 
come in contact with the mou th | 
were made especially after the 
noon or evening 
ru sh 
period. 
Temperatu re of the wash water 
was from abou t 100 to 140 degrees 
with a rinse water of from abou t ' 
50 to 150 degrees. 
Natu rally, as all bacteriologists 
k now, a certain nu mber of bac­ 
teria wou ld be present. 
Bu t the | 
amou nt of bacteria on these u ten- | 
sils and in the rinse and wash 
water was very mu ch higher than 
wou ld be considered normal, even 
thou gh the temperatu re of the 
wash and rinse water was high 
j 
enou gh to k ill many bacteria. 
| 
Chlorine Added. 
i 
It was fou nd that if a chlorine 
concentration of 100 parts per 
million water is u sed, however, 
that the resu lts are very mu ch 
different and highly gratifying. 
Every other featu re—the temper­ 
atu re of the w’ater, the cleanliness 
of the towels and the care of 
washing was the same, the only 


change was in the addition of a 
small amou nt of chlorine to the 
water. 
A great many people cling to a 
stu bborn dislik e of the chlorine 
taste of water, bu t it has been 
proved over and over again that 
in this concentration it is harm­ 
less and certainly it is valu able, 
especially in the su mmer time, in 
preventing epidemics of food in­ 
fection. 


Use of Vitamin B. 
Is Vitamin B u sefu l in neu ral­ 
gia as well as neu ritis? 
We hav:n’t very many reports 
On the u se of Vitamin B in the 
painfu l form of neu ritis, generally 
called "neu ralgia." Its u sefu lness 
has benn demonstrated when the 
nerves are involved on the mu scu ­ 
lar side cau sing paralysis, bu t 
when on the sensory side, cau sing 
pain, Vitamin B docs not seem to 
work qu ite so well. 
In a great many of the late re­ 
ports on the u sefu lness of vita­ 
mins, it seems to me evident that 
the action of the vitamin is lik e 
that of a dru g rather than a re­ 
placement factor. In other words 
it cou ld not be said that the Vita­ 
min B in these cases of neu ralgia 
was absent from the diet, and that 
this absence cau sed the neu ral­ 
gia; rather that thiamin chloride, 
which Is 
concentrated 
Vitamin 
Bl, acts in neu ralgia as a dru g 
and mu st be given by the physi­ 
cian in larger qu antities than 
wou ld ordinarily be tak en in the 
food.

Florence

Lyford, at 
Flu shing, N. Y. recently was of sorrowfu l 
interest to a large nu mber of Nebrask ans Mrs. 
Lyford was the widow of the late G. P. Lyford, 
a former regent of the University of Nebrask a, 
and a distingu ished citizen of this state. 
He and 
his wife came to Nebrask a in 1883, as bride and 
groom, Mr. Lyford a gradu ate of the law depart­ 
ment of Northwestern u niversity, and a classmate 
of the late William Jennings Bryan, and Mrs. 
Lyford a gradu ate of Hedding college. 
They established themselves 
in 
Lincoln, Mr. 
Lyford entering the practice of law in associa­ 
tion with A. R. Talbot. 
In the spring of 1890, 
they moved to Hu mphrey, 
where 
Mr. 
Lyford 
opened a general merchandise store, a most su c­ 
cessfu l bu siness ventu re, and Mrs. Lyford became 
a leader in edu cational 
and 
cu ltu ral 
activities. 
She was the inspiration for the organization of 
Chau tau qu a circles in many commu nities. 
In the

followed,

To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: In a time lik e this, w'hen 
events are forcing u s to change 
ou r opinions qu ick ly, it seems 
to me that it is a mistak e to! 
allow belatc(t Gallu p polls to 
gu ide ou r opinions. We shou ld, 
I think , attempt to specu late on 
the alternatives open to u s in 
the fu tu re and speak boldly on 
the basis of ou r own conclu sions. 
To do this is to expose one’s 
self to the Lindbergh charge of 
indu lging in "hysterical chatter 
of calamity and invasions.” Bu t 
the sense of du ty ou ght to mak e 
one willing to endu re the very 
vocal criticitism of the isolaltin- 
ists, especially since many peo­ 
ple who do not dare to speak 
in the face of pacifist propaganda 
are think ing the same thou ghts. 
Lindbergh himself was merely 
echoing the k ind of criticism 
which su pporters of Chamber-1 
lain levelled for years against 
Chu rchill, who has proved mu ch 
more "realistic" than they. 
In brief I w-ish to su ggest that 
the United States is in a fool’s 
paradise if it accepts the isolation­ 
ist contention that in the case of 
allied 
defeat 
the 
British 
and 
French 
fleets 
will 
either 
be 
scu ttled or retire to Canada. This 
argu ment may be qu ite sou nd, 
bu t we cannot possibly k now 
that it is so. And u nless we k now 
it, we are in danger—in very 
seriou s danger. 
Thou gh I cannot predict the 


Even if the British and French 
fleet.« were scu ttled he cou ld pu l 
the United Stales fleet in danger 
by a combination with Italy and 
Japan. 
If 
he 
cou ld 
add 
the 
French fleet to these forces, his 
power wou ld be definitely su per­ 
ior to ou r own. If he cou ld add 
the British fleet, he wou ld be in 
a position to move as s(X>n as 
the present German naval re­ 
serves are su fficiently trained to 
operate the new ships, even with­ 
ou t assistance from Japan, Italy, 
or from .su rrendered French ships! 
With su ch a fleet, bases cou ld 
easily be prepared for an attack 
u pon Sou th America, cou ld be 
prepared even against the United 
States (Iceland and Greenland). 
Wou ld he have any motives to 
do this’’ No, if he were an Ameri­ 
can isolationist. 
Bu t isolation­ 
ists shou ld not ju dge him, as 
they do, by themselves. No, again, 
even d he were an American of 
any k ind which we have seen in 
pu blic life. 
Bu t as Hitler, ye.s. 
The desire to claim former pos­ 
sessions of Denmark and Hol­ 
land, 
po.ssibly 
possessions 
of 
England and France; the desire 
to intervene in fifth-colu mn revo­ 
lu tions in the Argentine, Uru ­ 
gu ay, or sou thern Brazil, cou n­ 
tries with large German or Ital­ 
ian popu lations and also large 
agricu ltu ral resou rces well-su ited 
to 
complement 
the 
Indu strial 
economy of Germany. 
If he shou ld 
desire to act 
against 
the 
United 
States 
he 
wou ld probably do so soon as 
he is free from Eu ropean com­ 
mitments, before the American 
program of rearmament has pro­ 
gressed very far. It is, then, 
su premely 
desirable 
to 
assu re 
ou rselves that Hitler will never 
possess the British fleet. I believe 
that this cannot be done except 
by u sing ou r fleet and air-force, 
and probably most of ou r tank s 
and artillery, to help the British 
to prevent a German invasion. 
We cou ld then be su re of the 
British fleet. And we cannot be 
su re of it by any other means 
whatever. 
This is an argu ment for war, 
and an argu ment which comc.s 
merely from a private person. 
I regard my own proposal with 
horror, for I have some military 
edu cation from the last war, and 
I k now what w'ar means. 
Bu t 
I bieleve that the alternative is 
worse than war. I also hesitate 
to speak for personal reasons, 
when more competent persons are 
silent. Bu t some one mu st speak . 
If the argu ment is sou nd and
